RESPONSE 



In response to the Office Action dated August 4, 2004, reconsideration of the 
above-referenced application is respectfully requested for the reasons presented below. 



Remarks 

Claims 1-16 remain pending in the above-referenced application. 

Claims 1-16 stand rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated by 
United States Patent No. 6,138,236 to Mirov. This analysis focuses on the claimed feature 
according to which both the comparison code and the security code are generated from the 
same individual identifier. In order to anticipate a claim, a reference must identically teach 
every single limitation recited in the claim. Applicants submit that Mirov does not anticipate 
any of claims 1-16 because nowhere in Mirov is there taught two codes, one a security code 
and the other a comparison code, that are generated from the same individual identifier. 

In the rejection, the Examiner cites the Background Of The Invention and the 
Summary Of the Invention in Mirov as support. The Background portion of Mirov describes 
a prior art system in which the micro-code for boot up is stored in either a ROM or a PROM. 
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
